Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 23.—[Special.}—Un- 
less the liquor interests’ are successful in 
theifnght to secure the sianature of 51 per 
cent of the voters to their petitions of con- 
sent to operate Des Moines will go dry. They 
have thirty days in which to obtain these 
signatures. to the saloon mén are 
600 ‘citizens who are making a systematic 
effort to eliminate the saloon. 

The climax of the bitter warfare was 
reached today when the saloon men 
noinced that merchants and profess! 
men who refuse to sign the petitions of :on- 
sent as required under the mulct law will 
lose-the business of all the men, women, and 
children who are dependent upon the liquor 
business. 


The mulct law requires that 61 per cent 
of all voters in a community must sign peti- 
tions of t before saloons can be oper- 
Sted. These petitions must be renewed every 
five years. The five year period in Des 
Moines will expire on Dec. 16. 

The petitions of consent were placed in 
circulation on Nov. 16. Over 2,000 signers 
have been secured, but it requires 7,000. 

No sooner he@ the saloon men started 
their petitions than a meeting of 600 business 
and professional men of the city was heid in 
the T. M. C. A. building and those present 
raised $100 000 toward the elimination of the 
saloon. The committee now is raising an-
